Pay H E fir Evidence for the- King was Thomas Archbold, a Boy 
' of t# Years of Age, who before he was Sworo, was examin'd 
wherlier or no he knew the niath Commandment, who anſwer'd, 
100 'Thou ſhalt not bear falſe Witneſs againit thy Nejghbour, and 
then being Swgrn, be was ask d whether he knew the Priſoner; and when, 
or what day of the Week he was in his Maſters Houſe, who ſaid it was of 
a Saturday, the Court deſired him to recollett his Memory, he again ſaid 
that it was on a- Thurſday; then the Court ask'd him if he rememhered 
what Day of the Week the faid Lee was Kill'd, he ſaid that it was on a Wed- 
neiday, and that his Reaſon tor remembering ſo well was, becauſe it was of 
a Market Day; the Court asx d him if the ſaid Smith and Lee were at his 
Maſter's houſe that Day, and what pais d between them, and where his 
, Maſter liv'd, who ſaid that his Maſter liv'd in Chriſt ChurchYard ; that on 
a Wedneſday about a Fortnight ago they both canie to his Maſter's Houſe, 
that thè ſaid Smith-defir*d to ſhew him a Room up Stairs, the {aid Smich 
vent foremoſt, deliring Lee to follow him, that Lee told him that he wou'd 
not, unleſs that Smith ſhould Swear the Devil take him if he wou'd not pay 
him a Crown heow'd, that Smith ſaid he would Pay him upon Honour, 
'S that upon the ſame, when Lee refuſed to go up Stairs, Smith came down a 
ſecond time to importune him to go up but Lee would not go, that the 34 
time Smith went up Stairs into the Room, and the Boy going up after him 
he found Smith with his Sword drawn, who told the Boy that he was exa- 
mining whether his Sword was broak ; that the Boy ſuſpecting they were 
going to Fight, he ran down Stairs and. told his Maſter what he had ſeen, 
that Smith going down again for Lee, James Dwyer the Boy's Maſter, told 
them that they muſt not go together before they delivered him cheir Swords 
which they both refus'd to do, the Court ask'd the Boy in what fort ofa 
Lemper the ſaid Smith and Lee were when Lee went off, who anfwet?d 
that Smith was Laughing and Smileing, and that Lee was Huffing and 


Took*d Pale and Angry, and that he had no more to tay. 
The 2d Evidence was James Dwyer the ſaid Boys Maſter, who being 
Sworn faid, that he keeps a Publick Houſe in Chriſt Church Yard, add 
that on Weddeſday the 28th;of January laſt, the ſaid Smith and Lee came 
to his Houſe, e being both ſtrangers to him, he was minding other Gueſts, 
until the Bo gave him Notice that the two Young Gentlemen. were going 
to Fight, th he came and held them both by their Sleeves, and deſir'd they 
' would deliver him their Swords before they went together, which te 
both refuſing, the faid Lee went off, that to prevent their going together, 
de prevailed with Smith to ſtay and take ſhate of a Pint of Wine, that in 
the drinking ofthe Wine, Smith ask d him it he did not know him to be the 
Son of Mr. Smith at the Sun in Smith field ; that when they drank their 
Wine, Dwyer deſir'd Smith to go out the back Way to prevent further 
Miſchief, bur that Smith told him all was over. 5 
ThatSmith went off Smiling, and as he believed no way Inclined to Miſ- 
chief, but that Lee went off in a great Paſſion and much Concern'd: 
that in about bal an Hour after he ſaw the ſaid Lee Dead at the Tholſel I 
but that he knew no more of the matter. 
The 3d Evidence for the King was James Mulligan a Soldier in the Ar- 
my, who being ſworn ſaid, that the later end of the lalt Month, he happened 
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to be at the Tholſel where he wis fitting oer tlie Table,and-beariogas the 
thought People Wreſtling, he got up in haſt 10{look at chem, that he 
ſaw the faid Smith down. and Lee on the top of him, holding him downeand I 
that when Smith got upon his Feet, Lee roffd him down * ain pay = 
Flagg's that when Smith 7 up the Second time they-both * drew-their * - ©; 
Swords, but who drew firſt he could not tell, that they made ſeveral pa... 
ſes at one another, that at the corner near Nicholas Street wiel 
Tholſel, the ſaid Lee received a Thruſt under his righy Breaſt, tha then 
Smith walk'd towards Chriſt. Church -· Lade; that Lee ent out the 
Tholſel into the Street, that going about four or. five Paeꝶs he ſaw hifdrop 
his naked Sword out of his Hand, and turniag back into:the Thelcl and: 
going up the Stone Stairs, be ſaw Him throw ſome Blood out of his 
Mouth. that when he went to the Stair-Head he fell dowu and gried out 
that he was Murthered, but that he could tell no more. 
That the firſt Evidence that the Priſonen produced in his own behalf was 
Mr. William Heal who upon his Oath gave a very honeſt peacable Chara, 
er of the ſaid Smith, having known him theſe faur Year paſh, 


The ad Evidence for the Priſoner was one Richard Brown, who upan 
his Oath faid that at the Day aforeſaid he hapen'd to be at the Tholſel, 
. when ſaw the ſaid Smith and Lee Jarring at one another, and that he heard 
Lee calling Smith a Scoundrel Raſcal, t hat ſoon. after, he ſaw Lee 
twice throwing Smith down under him, that ſoon after lie ſaw them both 
draw at one another ; but the reit of his Evidence was clear contrary to 
Mulligan's. VV JJ) 
The third Evidence was one Dennis Kean, who upon his 
Oath ſaid, that on the 28th of january laſt, he was preſent at 
che Tholſel when he ſaw the ſaid Smith and Lee in a Scufflle 
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together; that he took Notice that Lee being a bigger Man and 
Stronger than Smith; he twice lift up Smith and toſsꝰd him a- 
giainſt che Flaggs in the Tholſel, and that he ſaw cherti Boch 
draw their Swords, that Lee drew firſt, and that they u Ne N 
ſeveral Paſſes at one another; but that Smith ſtill gave Way, 
and that he believed thac beyond the Clock in the Corner, near 
Nicholas: ſtreet, was the Place where the ſaid Lee received his 
wound, and that he knew no more. 5 1 
Tue 4th Evidence was James Savage, who Swore much to 
the {ame Purpoſe as Keane did. 15 
There were ſeveral other witneſſes examin?d in ti behalf of 
the Priſoner who Swore nothing to his Diſad vantage; befides 
ſeveral credible Gentlemen who upon Oath, gave a very Quiet, 
Civil, Peaceable Character, which the Judges and Jury con- 
ſidering, the ſaid Smith was brought in Guilty of Man-flaugh- - 
ter in his own Defence. 1 : > Es
